students who graduated last 
spring. Our next generation is 
leaving. Many rationalize the 
moves by comparing these 
times to others in history. They 
say, “That’s life.” But, | can’t 
help but look at the unrepair- 
able spring. 

| see our organization losing 
members. | see the MSA losing 
strength. | see a year approach- 
ing that is going to test the 
endurance of every architect in 
Michigan. 
| see financial problems, leg- 
ive problems, organization- 
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al problems. | see the need for 
us to present the strongest, 
most united front ever. This is 
going to be difficult when the 
entire membership is going to 
be so totally involved with 
their own firm's direction — 
extra energy toward a vol- 
unteer organization normally 
moves to the bottom of the 
priority list when one is trying 
to survive. 

| ask you, the members, to 
remember that our strength is 
through an organized effort. 
Let’s not break away now. 


Fortunately, next year’s Board 
of Directors of the MSA will be 
especially strong. Few mem- 
bers are retiring. Their under- 
standing of the many problems 
facing us as a profession is 
good. They have been a hard 
working board this year and | 
am certain this strong effort 
will continue. BUT, they are 
going to need the cooperation 
and backing of every member 
in the Society. We need to 
communicate, attain some 
goals, respond to calls, spend 
time working and “just plain” 
bolster one another. 

As an organization, your 
leaders have expended many 
extra hours developing a more 
structured approach for the So- 
ciety.

He has 
been totally involved in all the 
business of the Society and we 
have made him aware of the 
workings of the office of the 
President. He has initiated the 
direction for this next year, 
and we of the Executive Com- 
mittee and the Board of Direc- 
tors have much confidence in 
his approach.

ENERGY IN 
DESIGN: PRACTICE 


The AIA Energy in Architec- 
ture Workshop, Level 3B, Ener- 
gy in Design will be held at 
Detroit Metro Airport, January 
7 and 8, 1982. “Practice” is a 
two-day workshop that leads 
the participant through a de- 
sign problem for an actual 
building, using information and 
techniques from the preceding 
workshops. Instructors serve as 
facilitators and resources, al- 
lowing for maximum direct ap- 
plication by the participant. 

The Level 3b workshop con- 
tains six chapters: Introduction, 
Building Program, Climatic An- 
alysis, Concept Analysis, Energy 
Analysis and Economic Analy- 
sis. 

The Level 3b Workshop is 
designed to extend over a two- 
day period using the following 
schedule: 

Introduction, 30 minutes; 
Building Program, 30 minutes;

and Critique, 1 hour, for a total 
of 14 hours,

conservation. He is a graduate 
of the University of Cincinnati 
with a BS in Architecture and 


is an Assistant Professor in ar- 
chitecture/technology at Pur- 
due University. 


Joseph Denk, President of 
Denk-Kish Associates, a me- 
chanical / electrical consulting 
firm. His firm specializes in 
building system design and 
system-energy source alterna- 
tives analysis. 

Workbook Structure: The 
level 3b workbook is structured 
to enable designers to progress 
through an actual energy-con- 
scious design problem. The in- 
dividual chapters are as fol- 
lows: Building Program — The 
chapter describes the building 
program for the sample design 
problem the workshop partici-

— The chapter on climatic an- 
alysis includes the blank charts 
the workshop participant will 
use to perform a climatic an- 
alysis for the design problem; 
Concept Analysis — The chap- 
ter on concept analysis in- 
cludes the monographs, forms 
and tables needed by the 
workshop participant to evalu- 
ate a number of design con- 
cept alternatives; Energy An- 
alysis — The chapter on energy 
analysis includes the profiles, 
forms and tables that the work- 
shop participant will need to 
perform an energy analysis of 
the design solution; Economic 
Analysis — The chapter on 
economic analysis includes the 
forms and tables needed by 
the workshop participant to 
analyze the life-cycle cost/ 
benefit of the design solution.

UPDATE OF PLAN 
REVIEW FEES 


From CHARLES V. OPDYKE, 
AIA, Chief, 
Plan Review Division 


The Construction Code Com- 
mission on September 17, 1981 
adopted a new plan review fee 
schedule which will become 
effective January 1, 1982. 

The method of fee calcula- 
tion has been changed from a 
volume basis to a cost per 
square foot basis coupled with 
the use of a multiplier factor. 

These fees reflect the actual 
cost based on use group and 
construction type, 

The building code review fee 
includes the energy code re- 
view. 

The plumbing, electrical and 
mechanical code review fees 
are each 25% of the building 
code review fee. 

The cost increase of the re- 
view fees reflect the economic 
conditions, but they are com- 
petitive with fees of other 
jurisdictions.
